FOREWORD 


THE  NICKELODEONS,  as  the  first  movie  theatres  were  called,  in  no  way 
resembled  the  luxurious  picture  palaces  of  today,  but  what  an  aura  of  magic 
and  mystery,  of  laughter  and  tears  clung  to  them!  There,  to  the  sounds  of 
a  tinkling  and  appropriately  emotional  piano,  Pearl  White  faced  her  perils,  Francis 
X.  Bushman  caused  fluttering  hearts,  Theda  Bara  wrecked  homes,  Chaplin  and 
Arbuckle  and  Mack  Sennett  set  zany  standards,  never  to  be  excelled,  and  a  host  of 
beautiful  ladies  smiled  and  wept  and  were  alluring.  It  was  a  realm  of  fantastic  and 
childish  make-believe  situated  in  a  never-never  land  called  Hollywood,  but  gradu- 
ally the  whole  world  came  to  treasure  its  heroes  and  heroines  and  clowns,  and  to 
ape  them. 

Whatever  role  the  silent  screen  has  played  in  our  social  history— and  I  believe 
it  was  an  important  one— no  one  can  underestimate  the  enormous  pleasure  the  films 
of  this  era  gave  to  audiences  everywhere.  It  has  been  my  thought  in  compiling  this 
book  to  recall  the  varied  and  fascinating  personalities  and  photoplays  of  the  years 
from  the  earliest  films  to  the  advent  of  the  sound  screen,  when  stars  were  really 
stars,  when  the  fashions  and  activities  of  the  Hollywood  greats  echoed  around  the 
world  and  100,000  people  could  gather  in  London  and  even  in  Moscow  to  greet 
Mary  Pickford  and  Douglas  Fairbanks  on  their  triumphal  tour  of  Europe. 

Here  was  an  art  peculiarly  American  and  yet  universal.  Its  essence  was  enter- 
tainment; its  success,  financial  and  otherwise,  was  stupendous.  Perhaps  today,  in 
a  more  troubled  age,  we  can  look  back  on  these  people  and  their  films  not  only 
with  nostalgia  but  also  with  a  sincere  desire  to  learn  what  made  glamor  so  glam- 
orous and  laughter  so  hearty,  and  the  world  a  happier  place  to  live  in.  It  was  a 
memorable  age,  and  I  hope  I  have  captured  some  of  its  quality  to  preserve  in  this 
book.

To  Thomas  Alva  Edison  goes  the  credit  for  motion  pictures,  though  at  the  time 
he  did  not  regard  his  invention  too  seriously.  He  considered  movies,  as  did  many  others, 
a  novelty  that  would  soon  wear  off.  In  1889  the  original  motion  picture  machine  came 
into  being.  It  was  called  the  Kinetoscope.  It  consisted  of  a  cabinet  inside  which  a 
length  of  film  revolved  on  spools.  When  a  coin  was  dropped  into  a  slot  an  electric 
light  shone  on  the  film  which  was  projected  on  the  end  of  the  cabinet.  You  saw  the 
"moving  picture"  through  a  peephole  just  big  enough  for  the  human  eye.  These  films 
were  about  fifty  feet  in  length  and  ran  for  less  than  a  minute.  The  subjects  of  Edison's 
films  were  simple— a  baby  being  bathed,  a  dog  with  a  bone,  portions  of  boxing  matches, 
dances  and  vaudeville  turns— all  suitable  to  show  movement,  jerky  of  course,  but  move- 
ment. To  supply  these  films  for  the  peepshow  Kinetoscopes  the  first  motion  picture 
studio  in  the  world  was  built  by  Edison  in  East  Orange,  New  Jersey,  at  the  cost  of 
$637.  Completed  on  February  1,  1893,  it  was  dubbed  "The  Black  Maria"  and  was 
swung  from  a  pivot  post  to  permit  the  stage  to  follow  the  light  of  the  sun.  In  1894 
the  Edison  Kinetoscope  machines  were  sold  in  the  open  market  and  presented  com- 
mercially to  the  New  York  public  in  what  was  called  Kinetoscope  Parlors.  Before  the 
end  of  the  year  natives  of  Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Atlantic  City,  Washington  and  Balti- 
more were  introduced  to  the  new  wonder  and  soon  Kinetoscope  Parlors  were  flourishing 
all  over  the  United  States.  This  same  year  Alexander  Black,  who  later  became  a  well- 
known  writer,  discovered  the  photoplay.  A  series  of  photographic  slides  taken  from 
life  were  projected  on  a  screen  by  a  magic  lantern  machine.  They  illustrated  a  story 
Black  would  read  from  the  stage.  He  showed  four  slides  a  minute  for  his  presentation 
and  each  picture  was  a  step  forward  in  action.  For  his  first  picture  play  he  wrote  14,000 
words  and  took  as  his  subject  the  adventures  of  a  girl  reporter,  "Miss  Jerry."  Blanche 
Bayliss,  a  well-known  artist's  model,  played  the  title  role  and  William  Courtenay,  who 
later  became  a  celebrated  stage  star,  was  the  hero.  The  first  recorded  film,  in  1893,  was 
made  of  a  sneeze  performed  by  Fred  Ott,  an  assistant  in  the  Edison  West  Orange 
Laboratory.  The  list  of  films  made  during  those  early  years  included  Mme.  Bertholdi,  a 
contortionist;  Annie  Oakley;  Colonel  William  Cody,  the  original  Buffalo  Bill;  Eugene

Sandow,  the  strong  man;  the  Butterfly  Dance  by  Annabelle,  who  later  as  Anna- 
belle  Whitford  became  one  of  Ziegf eld's  first  glorified  beauties;  and  a  film  labeled 
simply  "Dance"  made  with  Miss  Ruth  Dennis,  a  young  lady  from  Brooklyn  who 
became  a  famous  dancer  as  Ruth  St.   Dennis.    In   1894  James  J.   Corbett  and 
Peter  Courtenay  made  the  first  fight  film  before  the  Edison  camera  at  West  Orange 
for  the  peepshow  machines.    That  same  year  Woodville  Latham  devised  a  pro- 
jector which  he  called  the  Pantoptikon.    It  was  far  from  perfect,   the  pictures 
flickered,  jumped  and  glimmered  but  it  projected  moving  pictures  on  the  newborn 
screen.   On  May  20,  1895,  the  first  public  showing  took  place  on  the  roof  of  the 
Madison  Square  Garden.    About  the  same  time  that  Latham  launched  his  im-j 
perfect  projector,  Louis  and  Auguste  Lumiere  of  France  patented  their  first  pro-  j 
jection  machine.    Others  engaged  in  nearly  parallel  efforts  which  were  to  affect 
the  course  of  the  screen  were  Thomas  Armat  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Robert: 
W.  Paul  of  London.    On  April  20,    1896,  Koster  and  Bial's  Music  Hall  began  j 
presenting  Edison's  Vitascope  pictures  as  one  of  the  "acts"  of  their  variety  bill. 
The  same  year  one  of  the  most  famous  of  the  early  films  was  made  showing  thej 
kissing  scene  between  May  Irwin  and  John  C.  Rice  from  their  stage  success  "The 
Widow  Jones."    On  March   17,   1897,'  the  Corbett-Fitzsimmons  fight  at  Carson 
City  was  filmed  for  Edison  by  a  camera  made  especially  for  the  event  by  Enoch  j 
J.  Rector.   Eleven  thousand  feet  of  film  were  used,  at  that  time  the  world's  record  i 
for  photographing  a  single  event.    Edison  was  now  due  for  competition.    William  j 
Kennedy  and  Laurie  Dickson,  who  had  formerly  been  associates  of  Edison,  formed  j 
the  American  Mutoscope  and  Biograph  Company  on  October  12,   1896,  for  thej 
purpose  of  making  motion  pictures.    The  next  year,   Sigmund  Lubin  in  Phila-j 
delphia  made  his  first  film  "Horse  Eating  Hay"  and  J.  Stuart  Blackton,  Albert  E. 
Smith  and  William  T.  Rock  joined  forces  to  form   the   Vitagraph   Company  of 
America.   France  was  entering  the  competition  too  with  such  pioneers  as  George  j 
Melies,  Charles  Pathe  and  Leon  Gaumont.    On  April   16,   1902,  the  first  motion] 
picture  theatre,  the  Electric,  opened  its  doors  in  Los  Angeles.    That  same  year 
Melies,  who  had  formerly  been  a  magician,  made  the  first  narrative  film,  the 
now  famous  "Trip  To  The  Moon."    In   1903  Edison  followed  with  his  equally 
famous  first  American  narrative  film,  "The  Great  Train  Robberv."    It  was  800 
feet  long  and  directed  by  Edwin  S.  Porter.    Joseph  Jefferson  filmed  scenes  from 
his  famous  stage  success  "Rip  Van  Winkle"  for  Biograph  and  in  1904  Vitagraph

persuaded  Kyrle  Bellew,  noted  actor,  to  film  a  tabloid  version  of  "A  Gentleman 
of  France"  which  he  had  performed  on  the  stage.  In  1905  Vitagraph  made 
"Raffles,  The  Amateur  Cracksman"  as  a  thousand-foot  feature  with  J.  Barney 
Sherry  in  the  title  role.  It  was  directed  by  G.  M.  Anderson  who  began  his  career 
as  an  actor  in  "The  Great  Train  Robbery"  and  who  later  became  famous  as  Broncho 
Billy,  the  first  motion  picture  cowboy.  Companies  were  hiring  actors  by  the  week, 
but  it  was  to  be  several  years  before  their  names  were  known  or  they  were  given 
any  publicity.  William  Sorrelle,  an  obscure  stage  actor,  was  the  first  member  of 
the  Edison  Stock  Company.  He  was  paid  $30  a  week.  Maurice  Costello,  a  juvenile 
from  the  Cecil  Spooner  Stock  Company  in  Brooklyn,  joined  Edison.  In  1906 
Florence  Turner,  the  daughter  of  an  actor  who  lived  near  the  Vitagraph  Company 
in  Flatbush,  was  hired  for  $18  a  week.  She  doubled  as  actress  and  wardrobe 
mistress  and  later  became  known  as  "The  Vitagraph  Girl."  The  next  year  Marv 
Fuller  began  her  film  career  at  Vitagraph.  Motion  pictures  were  prospering  and 
so  were  theatres  showing  them.  In  Chicago,  William  N.  Selig,  George  Kleine  and 
George  K.  Spoor  entered  the  field.  G.  M.  Anderson  had  left  Vitagraph  and  joined 
Selig.  In  1907  he  met  Spoor  and  together  they  formed  the  Essanay  Film  Manu- 
facturing Company.  The  name  was  derived  from  their  initials.  The  Kalem 
Company,  which  got  its  name  from  its  founders  George  Kleine,  Samuel  Long  and 
Frank  Marion,  also  started  in  1907  with  $400  cash  capital.  They  engaged  Sidnev 
Olcott  as  actor  and  director.  He  had  had  some  picture  experience  at  Biograph 
but  was  then  playing  on  the  road  with  Joseph  Santley  and  Marion  Leonard  in 
"Billy  The  Kid."  Robert  Vignola  of  the  company  was  also  hired  as  an  actor.  He 
later  became  a  famous  director.  In  December  of  1907,  Kalem  produced  "Ben 
Hur."  It  was  advertised  as  "positively  the  most  superb  moving  picture  spectacle 
ever  made  in  America  in  sixteen  magnificent  scenes  with  illustrated  titles."  Kalem 
did  not  acquire  the  rights  to  the  famous  Lew  Wallace  drama  and  they  were  sued 
by  the  publishers,  producers  and  the  author's  estate.  In  1911  Kalem  finally  settled 
for  $25,000.  Until  this  suit  was  instigated  motion  picture  rights  were  unknown. 
This  year  a  young  actor  named  Lawrence  Griffith  made  a  film  for  Edison  called 
"Rescued  From  An  Eagle's  Nest."  His  real  name  was  David  Wark  Griffith.  Pathe 
had  not  yet  opened  a  studio  in  this  countrv  but  were  importing  their  French 
products.    One  was  "Cinderella"  in  967  feet  and  "partly  colored."

_  ickelodeons,  as  motion  picture  thea- 
tres were  then  called,  were  springing 
ip  all  over  the  country,  and  to  satisfy 
demand    film    companies    were    humming. 
Edison  built  a  new  studio  in  the  Bronx,  Vita- 
graph  was  now  operating  in  Flatbush,  Lubin  had 
a  new  studio  in  Philadelphia,  while  Selig  and 
Essanay  in  Chicago  were  working  at  top  speed. 
In  the  fall  of  the  year,  G.  M.  Anderson  took  a 
company  to  Niles,  California,  where  he  opened 
a  western  branch  of  the  Essanay  Studio  and  for 
the  next  seven  years  turned  out  one-reel   and 
later  two-reel  Broncho  Billy  cowboy  films  every 
week.     Biograph,    which    played    such    an    im- 
portant part  in  the  history  of  the  early  silent 
films,   was   turning  out  two   films  a  week,   the 
average   footage  of  these   being  between   nine 
hundred  and  a  thousand  feet.  These  were  filmed 
at  11  East  14th  Street,  New  York,  an  old  brown- 
stone  house  which  had  been  turned  into  a  studio. 
In  the  spring,  actor  Lawrence  Griffith  and  his 
wife    Linda    Arvidson    were    acting   before    the 
Biograph     cameras.      In     June,     Wallace     Mc- 
Cutcheon,  who  had  been  directing  most  of  their 
pictures,  became  ill  and  Lawrence  Griffith,  actor, 
became  D.  W.  Griffith,  director.    The  first  film 
he  directed  was  "The  Adventures  of  Dolly"  and 
it  had  its  world  premiere  at  Keith  and  Proctor's 
Union  Square  Theatre,  July  14,  1908.    His  wife 
and  a  young  stage  actor  named  Arthur  Johnson 
had  the  leads.   Johnson  became  one  of  the  most 
popular  leading  men  of  the  period.    Among  the 
other    Biograph    players    were    Eddie    Dillon, 
Harry    Salter,    Charles    Inslee,    Mack    Sennett, 
Herbert    Yost,    Wilfred    Lucas,    Owen    Moore, 
David  Miles,  Frank  Gebhardt,  John  Compson, 
Tony    O'Sullivan,    Mabel    Sloughton,    Florence 
Auer,    Ruth    Hart,    Flora    Finch,    Anita    Hen- 
drv,     Dorothy    West,     Eleanor    Kershaw    who 
later    married    Thomas    H.    Ince,    Violet    Mer 
sereau  and  Jeanie  Macpherson  who  became  i 
famous  scenario  writer.    The  child  actors  of  the 
company  were  Johnny  Tansy,  Gladys  Egan  and 
Adele    be    Gardes.     No    one    received    billing 
Among   the   unknown   players   who   joined   the 
Selig  Company  were  Kathlyn  Williams,  Harold 
Lockwood    and    Hobart    Bosworth.     Vitagraph 
was  making  one-reel  features  of  Shakespeare' 
"Romeo  and  Juliet,"  "The  Merchant  of  Venice, 
"Antony   and    Cleopatra,"   "Julius    Caesar"   and 
"Richard  III."   Thomas  H.  Ince  played  bit  parts 
in  some  of  these.   The  role  of  Romeo  was  played 
bv  Paul  Panzer  who  became  a  well-known  villain 
in  Pearl  White  serials,  while  Juliet  was  played 
by  Florence  Lawrence  who  as  "Baby  Flo,  Th 
Child  Wonder  Whistler"  had  been  touring  th 
country  since  she  was  four.   Near  the  end  of  th 
vear  Florence  Lawrence,  who  had  been  getting 
$15  a  week  at  Vitagraph,  was  lured  over  to  Bio 
graph  with  a  salary  of  $25  weekly.    Miss  Law 
rence's  pictures  became  very  popular  and  soon 
since  the  company  did  not  allow  the  names  oi 
actors  to  be  given  out,  she  became  known  as 
"The  Biograph  Girl."   It  was  an  anonymous  star 
dom  and  eventually  led  to  companies  revealing 
the  names  of  their  players  and  the  star  systen 
in  films.

With  the  public  showing  an  increased  interest  in  this 
new  kind  of  entertainment,  more  motion  picture  com- 
U  U  U  parties  were  being  formed.  Carl  Laemmle,  a  German 
immigrant  who  had  given  up  a  clothing  business  in  Oshkosh  to  run 
a  theatre  in  Chicago  and  who  was  at  this  time  head  of  a  film 
exchange,  decided  to  go  into  production.  He  rented  space  in  the 
independent  Actophone  Studio  at  Eleventh  Avenue  and  Fiftv-third 
Street,  New  York,  formed  the  Imp  Company  and  started  to  make 
pictures.  His  first  production  was  "Hiawatha,"  a  one-reel  feature 
with  Gladys  Hulette,  and  it  was  released  October  25,  1909.  Adam 
Kessel,  who  also  ran  a  film  exchange,  formed  a  corporation  to  make 
pictures  with  Charles  Bauman,  Fred  Balshofer,  friends,  and  Louis 
Burston,  an  attorney-  They  called  it  Bison  Films  and  their  first 
effort  was  "A  True  Indian's  Heart."  It  was  made  in  Coytesville, 
New  Jersey,  with  Charles  French  playing  the  title  role.  P.  A.  Powers, 
a  jobber  in  talking  machines,  opened  a  studio— the  Powers  Picture 
Plays— at  Mount  Vernon,  New  York,  with  Irving  Cummings,  an  actor 
who  had  played  in  Lillian  Russell's  company,  as  the  leading  man. 
Other  independent  companies  formed  included  the  Yankee  and  Rex. 
Lois  Weber  and  Phillips  Smallev  appeared  in  the  early  Rex  pictures. 
Meanwhile,  the  already  established  companies  were  forging  ahead.

valuable  property  and  for  a  time  was  mak- 
ing two  films  each  week.  Her  early  releases 
included  a  one-reel  version  of  Tolstoi's  "Re- 
demption" directed  by  D.  W.  Griffith,  and  a 
series  of  domestic  comedies  called  the  "Jonesy 
Pictures"  with  John  Gompson  playing  Mr. 
Jones.  Mary  Pickford,  who  had  been  play- 
ing child  roles  in  stock  companies  since  she 
was  five,  joined  the  Biograph  Company  in 
May  and  made  her  motion  picture  debut  June 
7,  1909,  in  "The  Violin  Maker  of  Cremona." 
Her  second  picture  was  "The  Lonely  Villa" 
which  was  written  by  Mack  Sennett.  She  then 
was  teamed  with  Billy  Quirk  for  a  series  of 
comedies.  Others  who  joined  Biograph  were 
Henry  B.  Walthall,  fames  Kirkwood,  Marion 
Leonard  (from  the  stage)  and  Florence  La 
Badie,  an  artist's  model.  Alice  Joyce,  also  a 
model,  joined  Kalem.  Maurice  Costello  left 
Edison  for  Vitagraph.  They  also  contracted 
Mabel  Normand,  a  fashion  model.  In  the  early 
days  actors  were  often  pressed  into  service  as 
carpenters  and  scene  painters,  but  when  Cos- 
tello joined  Vitagraph  and  became  known  as 
"The  Dimpled  Darling,"  he  set  a  precedent 
with  his  declaration:  "I  am  an  actor  and  will 
not  build  sets  or  paint  scenery."  Among  the  out- 
standing one-reel  features  Vitagraph  produced 
were  "King  Lear,"  "Launcelot  and  Elaine," 
"Oliver  Twist"  with  Elita  Proctor  Otis  as  Nancy 
Sykes,  and  a  film  of  Annette  Kellermann  "in 
her  physical  culture  exercises,  diabolo  playing, 
fancy  swimming  and  diving  displays."  Edison's 
most  notable  film  was  "The  Prince  and  The 
Pauper"  with  Miss  Cecil  Spooner  in  the  dual 
role.

0  'While  the  pictures  have  attained  a  distinct  prominence 

and   are   now  recognized   as   a   standard   attraction,   the 
l_  people  playing  in  them  are  very  sensitive  about  having 

their  identity  become  known.  They  have  an  impression  that  the  step 
from  regular  stage  productions  to  the  scenes  before  the  camera  is  a 
backward  one."  This  is  a  emote  from  a  trade  journal.  The  original 
"Biograph  Girl,"  Florence  Lawrence,  changed  all  that.  Shortly  after 
the  formation  of  Laemmle's  independent  Imp  Company,  Miss  Law- 
rence vanished  and  a  story  was  published  in  St.  Louis  newspapers 
that  she  had  been  killed  by  a  streetcar.  This  false  report  produced 
advertisements  to  the  effect  that  "The  Biograph  Girl"  was  very  much 
alive  and  now  an  Imp  star.  It  was  the  beginning  of  the  star  system. 
It  was  also  the  beginning  of  "publicity  stunts"  for  picture  stars.  To 
squelch  the  death  rumors,  Miss  Lawrence  made  a  personal  appear- 
ance in  St.  Louis  and  more  people  met  her  train  to  welcome 
her  than  appeared  the  week  before  to  welcome  visiting  President 
Taft.  Companies  were  advertising  their  products  "artistically  enacted 
by  REAL  actors,"  and  when  Vitagraph  released  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin" 
they  stated:  "It  will  be  the  real  thing  in  every  respect-real  ice, 
real  bloodhounds,  real  negroes,  real  actors,  real  scenes  from  real  life 
as  it  really  was  in  the  antebellum  days!"  Exhibitors  were  seeking 
other  attractions  and  soon  singers  with  illustrated  song  slides  were 
included  as  part  of  the  show.  Color  too  was  again  bidding  for 
attention.

1Q  1  [1  Pathe  announced  their  film  "In  Ancient  Greece"  in 
3  I  U  all  color  with  "the  flesh  tints  so  natural  that  it  is 
hard  to  believe  that  the  people  are  only  pictures  on  a  screen." 
More  independent  companies  were  formed.  Thanhouser, 
American,  Majestic,  Reliance,  Nestor,  Eclair  and  Champion 
were  new  competitors.  Pathe  opened  an  American  studio. 
This  year  saw  the  beginning  of  many  important  screen  careers. 
John  Bunny,  from  the  stage,  joined  Vitagraph  and  became  the 
first  famous  film  comedian.  His  popularity  lasted  until  his 
death  in  1915.  Flora  Finch  played  opposite  him.  King  Baggot, 
a  St.  Louis  stock  actor,  joined  Imp  and  became  a  popular  star 
and  later  a  director.  Norma  Talmadge,  a  Brooklyn  schoolgirl 
with  no  theatrical  background,  took  two  of  her  photographs 
to  Vitagraph,  filled  out  an  application,  and  was  accepted  as  a 
member  of  their  stock  company.  She  played  bits  before  being 
given  a  role  in  "A  Dixie  Mother."  Carlyle  Blackwell,  also  in 
this  film,  had  been  in  college  plays  at  Cornell  and  a  chorus  boy 
before  signing  with  Vitagraph.  By  1913  he  was  a  prominent 
film  star.  Tom  Mix  was  a  United  States  marshall  of  a  small 
Oklahoma  town  when  a  Selig  company  arrived  there  to  film 
a  western.  Mix  thought  he  would  participate.  In  July  Selig 
released  "Ranch  Life  in  The  Great  Southwest"  and  Tom  Mix 
was  on  his  way.  Other  events  this  year  worth  noting:  Vita- 
graph filmed  "The  Life  of  Moses"  in  five  reels  and  released 
a  reel  a  week.  D.  W.  Griffith  took  a  company  of  Biograph 
players  to  California.  Mack  Sennett  directed  his  first  film, 
"Comrades,"  for  Biograph.  Victoria  Lepanto  appeared  in  prob- 
ably the  first  film  version  of  "Carmen"  for  Pathe.

Producers  were  realizing  players 
had  selling  value  even  though  the 
public  at  this  time  did  not  know 
many  of  them  by  name.  There  was  a  mad 
scramble  to  sign  prospective  favorites  and  they 
were  now  given  billing  and  publicity.  Florence 
Lawrence  was  still  the  most  valuable  actress  at 
the  box  office  when  she  left  Imp  and  joined 
Lubin.  She  teamed  up  with  Arthur  Johnson 
and  their  comedies  were  very  popular.  Mary 
Pickford,  who  was  becoming  a  great  favorite, 
left  Biograph  for  Imp.  Owen  Moore,  whom 
she  had  married,  went  with  her.  She  remained 
with  Imp  only  eight  months,  made  a  few  pic- 
tures for  Majestic  and  then  returned  to  Bio- 
graph. Vitagraph,  where  Maurice  Costello  and 
Florence  Turner  were  top-ranking  players,  had 
acquired  Larry  Trimble  as  an  actor  and  writer.

Com- 
panies continued   filming  the   classics.    Than- 
houser  did  "David  Copperfield"  and  "Romeo 
and  Juliet."

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Motion  Pictures,  well  established  now  as  entertainment,  were 
taking  the  place  of  the  resident  stock  companies  and  the  road 
show.  The  old  nickelodeon  was  a  thing  of  the  past.  Better 
theatres  were  being  built  and  most  of  them  were  charging  ten-cent  ad- 
missions. The  screen  was  gradually  getting  away  from  the  one-  and  two- 
reelers.  The  feature  craze  of  four-  and  five-reelers  was  opposed  by  the  old- 
guard  film  makers  because  they  cost  more  money  and  also  entailed  creative 
thought.  Three-  and  four-reel  pictures  were  no  longer  a  rarity.  Animated 
cartoons,  which  were  born  in  1909  with  "Gertie  The  Dinosaur,"  were 
becoming  part  of  the  "motion  picture  show"  and  so  was  the  newsreel. 
Famous  stage  stars  looked  upon  motion  pictures  as  beneath  them,  but 
Adolph  Zukor  changed  this.  An  Hungarian  emigrant,  he  progressed  from 
sweeping  in  a  fur  store  to  his  own  fur  business,  to  penny  arcades,  to  nickel- 
odeons, and  finally  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Marcus  Loew  Enterprises  which 
controlled  screen  and  vaudeville  theatres.  His  next  step  was  the  purchase 
of  the  American  rights  of  a  four-reel  French  film,  "Queen  Elizabeth," 
starring  Sarah  Bernhardt.  Its  success  gave  him  the  idea  of  filming  famous 
plays  with  famous  stars.  With  Daniel  Frohman  and  the  Loew  Enterprises 
he  formed  the  Famous  Players  Film  Company.  The  French-American  Film 
Company  imported  a  two-reel  version  of  "Camille"  with  Mme.  Bernhardt, 
and  also  "Mme.  Sans-Gene,"  a  three-reel  feature  with  Mme.  Rejane. 
American  stars  began  to  look  on  motion  pictures  with  more  favor.  Nat  C. 
Goodwin  made  a  film  of  his  stage  success  "Oliver  Twist."  Blanche  Walsh 
was  the  next  important  stage  star  to  appear  in  pictures.  She  filmed 
Tolstoy's  "Resurrection"  in  three  reels.  It  was  the  beginning  of  a  trend. 
Important  stage  stars  of  the  period  who  never  appeared  in  films  were 
Maude  Adams,  David  Warfield,  Julia  Marlowe,  John  Drew,  Mary  Manner- 
ing,  Henrv  Miller,  Eleanor  Robson,  and  Rose  Stahl.  Many  of  them,  in- 
cluding Douglas  Fairbanks,  Marie  Dressier,  John  and  Lionel  Barrymore, 
Marguerite  Clark,  George  Arliss,  Nazimova,  Elsie  Ferguson,  Pauline  Fred- 
erick and  Victor  Moore,  achieved  as  great,  and  in  some  instances,  greater 
fame  from  films  than  the  stage.

1  Q  1  9  In  March,  Harry  E.  Aitken  and  John  R.  Freuler, 
I  J  I  L  who  had  controlled  the  Western  Film  Exchange 
of  Milwaukee  in  1906,  formed  the  Mutual  Film  Corpora- 
tion to  combine  several  independent  exchanges  into  a 
pattern  like  General  Film  Company,  which  had  been 
formed  in  1910  to  engage  in  the  distribution  of  films. 
The  companies  joining  Mutual  included  Thanhouser, 
American,  Reliance  and  Majestic.  Carl  Laemmle,  whose 
Imp  Company  was  prospering,  countered  with  the  for- 
mation on  June  8,  1912,  of  the  Universal  Film  Manufac- 
turing Company.  Companies  releasing  through  Universal, 
besides  Imp,  included  Victor,  Rex,  Eclair,  Powers  and 
Nestor.  The  independents  were  now  in  two  camps 
bucking  General  Film.  Adam  Kessel  and  Charles  Rauman, 
the  founders  of  the  Bison  Film  Company,  were  im- 
pressed with  Mack  Sennett's  work  at  Biograph  and  put 
up  $1,500  as  a  trial  for  Sennett  to  make  three  pictures 
of  one  reel  each.  He  was  to  have  a  share  of  the  profits 
and  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  week.  It  was  the 
beginning  of  the  famous  Keystone  Comedies.  The  name 
and  the  trade-mark  were  adopted  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad.  Mack  Sennett  signed  Mabel  Normand,  Ford 
Sterling  and  Fred  Mace,  and  the  first  Keystone  Comedy, 
called  "Cohen  At  Coney  Island,"  was  released  September 
23,  1912.  Helen  Gardner  left  Vitagraph  and  formed  the 
Helen  Gardner  Picture  Corporation,  with  a  studio  at 
Tappan-on-the-Hudson.  She  was  the  first  star  to  form 
her  own  company.

Vitagraph, 
u  I  L.  where  Lillian  Walker  and  Earle  Williams  were  favorites,  signed  Clara 
Kimball  Young,  a  stock  company  actress,  and  her  husband,  James  Young.  Her 
first  film  was  "Anne  Boleyn."  Mary  Pickford,  a  big  box  office  draw,  had  returned 
to  Biograph  bringing  with  her  two  young  actress  friends,  Lillian  and  Dorothy 
Gish,  who  had  appeared  with  her  in  road  companies.  Their  first  important  film 
appearance  was  in  "The  Unseen  Enemy."  Alice  Joyce  and  Carlyle  Blackwell  were 
Kalem's  top  stars.  Kathlyn  Williams  and  Tom  Mix  headed  Selig's  ^  stars,  while 
J.  Warren  Kerrigan  was  America's  best  bet.  King  Baggot  was  Imp's  attraction. 
Florence  Lawrence,  still  popular,  had  left  Lubin  for  the  newly  formed  Victor 
Company.  Edison  released  "What  Happened  to  Mary?"  starring  favorite  Mary 
Fuller.  It  was  a  series  of  pictures  and  a  forerunner  of  the  serial.  Each  of  the 
series  was  independent  and  complete,  and  one  was  released  each  month.  G.  M. 
Anderson  and  his  Broncho  Billy  pictures  were  gaining  in  popularity  and  so  was 
Francis  X.  Bushman  at  Essanay.  Beverly  Bayne,  a  Minneapolis  society  girl, 
became  Bushman's  leading  lady  and  soon  they  were  the  most  popular  team  in 
films.  Essanay  also  starred  "Baby  Parsons,"  little  daughter  of  Louella  O.  Parsons, 
who  later  as  Harriet  Parsons  became  the  top  woman  producer  in  the  industry.

3  I  <J  Tom's  Cabin,"  "Robinson  Crusoe,"  "Ivanhoe"  and  "Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr. 
yde."  Vitagraph  features  included  "Pickwick  Papers"  and  "The  Little  Minis- 
ir,"  and  Famous  Players  made  "Tess  of  The  DUrbervilles"  and  "The  Count  of 
[onte  Cristo."  Frederick  Warde,  Shakespearean  actor,  filmed  "Richard  III." 
[arguerite  Snow  and  Marion  Leonard  both  starred  in  versions  of  "Carmen," 
hile  Constance  Crawley  and  Arthur  Maude  appeared  in  "Pelleas  and  Meli- 
inde."  Among  the  actors  who  were  playing  supporting  roles  in  films  but  later 
ecame  more  famous  as  directors  were  Herbert  Brenon,  who  appeared  in 
[vanhoe,"  and  Rex  Ingram,  who  was  supporting  Clara  Kimball  Young  and 
illian  Walker  at  Vitagraph.

U  I  u  very  popular.  Among  the  new  comics 
who  joined  forces  with  Mack  Sennett,  Mabel 
Normand  and  Ford  Sterling  were  Roscoe  Ar- 
buckle,  a  rotund  comedian  sometimes  known  as 
"Fatty"  Arbuckle,  Mack  Swain,  Hank  Mann,  Al 
St.  John,  and  a  young  Englishman  named 
Charles  Chaplin  who  had  been  playing  the  big- 
time  vaudeville  from  coast  to  coast  in  Alf 
Reeves'  act  "Karno's  Pantomime  Company." 
Adam  Kessel  had  caught  the  act  and  hired 
Chaplin  for  $150  a  week.  In  November  he  ap- 
peared in  his  first  film,  a  one-reeler,  "Kid's  Auto 
Races,"  made  on  the  Keystone  lot  in  Los 
Angeles.  Chaplin's  character  of  the  little  man 
with  the  baggy  pants,  oversized  shoes  and  cane 
became  famous  before  he  was  known  by  name. 
After  Zukor  first  showed  "Queen  Elizabeth"  at 
New  York's  Lyceum  Theatre,  and  with  the 
"Quo  Vadis"  success  at  the  Astor,  the  legitimate 
theatres  were  coming  more  into  use  for  exploi- 
tation purposes.  "Traffic  In  Souls,"  a  Universal 
release  directed  by  a  former  actor,  George 
Loane  Tucker,  was  shown  at  Joe  Weber's  Thea- 
tre where  it  gave  four  showings  daily  for  a 
twenty-five-cent  admission.  It  was  advertised 
as  "a  $200,000  spectacle  in  700  scenes  with  800 
players  and  showing  the  traps  cunningly  laid 
for  young  girls  by  vice  agents."  Actually  it  had 
cost  $5,700  and  was  made  in  four  weeks.  It 
grossed  over  half  a  million  dollars.

j  The  most  famous  of  all  serials  was  probably  "The 
l_  _  Perils  of  Pauline,"  released  by  Pathe.  The  first  epi- 
sode appeared  April  4,  1914,  and  advertised  an- 
nouncements stated:  "The  action  of  the  story  includes  flying 
machine  accidents,  thrilling  rescues,  fires  at  sea,  train  wrecks, 
automobile  accidents,  in  fact,  everything  that  can  be  introduced 
as  a  thrill."  Paul  Panzer  was  hissed  as  the  villain,  Crane  Wil- 
bur applauded  as  the  hero,  and  Pearl  White,  as  Pauline,  became 
the  outstanding  serial  queen.  Born  in  Glen  Ridge,  Missouri, 
she  ran  away  and  joined  a  circus  while  in  her  teens.  She  trouped 
with  various  stock  companies,  and  in  1910  she  joined  Powers 
Film  Company  at  thirty  dollars  a  week.  When  she  died  in  1938 
she  left  an  estate  of  over  a  million  dollars.  Her  experience  as 
a  trapeze  artist  during  her  circus  days  was  valuable.  Scorning 
a    double,    she    did   all   those   hazardous    serial   stunts    herself.

U  I"  its  first  serial,  "Lucille  Love,"  which 
co-starred  Grace  Cunard  and  Francis  Ford, 
and  followed  it  with  "The  Trey  O'  Hearts" 
featuring  Cleo  Madison  and  George  Larkin. 
Thanhouser  joined  the  serial  cycle  with  "The 
Million  Dollar  Mystery"  starring  Florence  La 
Badie,  James  Cruze,  who  later  became  a  fa- 
mous director,  and  Marguerite  Snow.  Edison 
continued  to  release  "series"  pictures.  Mary 
Fuller  appeared  in  "Dolly  of  The  Dailies." 
Andy  Clark,  a  child  actor,  made  an  "Andy" 
series,  while  Ben  Wilson,  William  Wadsworth, 
Marc  MacDermott  and  Barry  O'Moore  (known 
on  the  stage  as  Herbert  Yost)  all  appeared  in 
their  own  series.

Later  in  the  year  Paramount  Pictures 
Corporation  was  formed  with  Adolph 
Zukor  at  the  head  and  Jesse  Lasky  as  vice- 
president  to  release  the  feature  films  of  Famous 
Players,  Lasky  and  Bosworth— a  company  that 
had  been  formed  by  Hobart  Bosworth,  an  actor 
in  early  Selig  films.  William  Fox,  who  had  been 
a  cloth  sponger  and  had  risen  from  his  penny 
arcade  business  to  a  prominent  exhibitor,  de- 
cided to  make  films.  The  first  Fox  feature  was

^  The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  D.  W. 
Griffith's  "The  Birth  of  A  Nation,"  probably 
the  world's  greatest  silent  motion  picture, 
if  greatness  is  measured  by  fame.  The  story  was  taken 
from  a  four  act  play  "The  Clansman"  which  ran  for  51 
performances  on  the  stage  of  the  Liberty  Theatre,  New 
York,  in  1906,  and  which  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dixon  had 
fashioned  from  his  own  novel  of  the  same  name. 
It  had  its  world  premiere  at  Clune's  Auditorium  in 
Los  Angeles,  February  8,  1915,  under  the  title  of  "The 
Clansman,"  but  Thomas  Dixon,  the  author,  thought  the 
title  was  too  tame,  and  at  his  suggestion,  it  opened  at 
the  same  Liberty  Theatre,  New  York,  where  it  had  been 
performed  as  a  play,  on  March  3,  1915,  as  "The  Birth  of 
A  Nation."  In  twelve  reels  it  was  released  by  the  Epoch 
Film  Corporation,  an  outfit  newly  formed  by  Mr.  Griffith 
himself  to  exploit  it  independently  as  a  road  show.  Fol- 
lowing its  New  York  success,  twelve  road  showings  of 
the  film  swept  the  country  at  two-dollar  top  prices  and 
broke  all  theatre  records,  not  only  in  the  United  States, 
but  in  all  the  world  capitals  where  it  was  eventually 
shown.  The  cast,  with  names  that  were  to  become  world 
famous,  included  Lillian  Gish,  Henry  B.  Walthall,  Mae 
Marsh,  Wallace  Reid,  Miriam  Cooper,  Robert  Harron, 
Mary  Alden,  Elmer  Clifton,  Ralph  Lewis,  Donald  Crisp, 
Josephine  Crowell,  Spottiswoode  Aiken,  Walter  Long, 
George  Seigmann,  Jennie  Lee,  J.  A.  Beringer,  John 
French,  Joseph  Henabery,  Howard  Gave  and  Raoul 
Walsh,  who  later  became  a  well-known  director.

Melting  Pot,"  Richard  Bennett  in  his  stage  success,  "Damaged  Goods," 
and  Mabel  Taliaferro  in  "The  Three  of  Us."  W.  C.  Fields,  a  comedian 
who  was  tasting  his  first  success  in  the  "Ziegfeld  Follies,"  made  his  first 
film  for  Gaumont,  a  one-reeler  called  "Pool  Sharks."  Harold  Lloyd,  who 
had  worked  as  an  extra  in  "Samson"  at  Universal,  met  Hal  Roach,  a 
young  man  with  ambition  to  direct.  Roach  inherited  $3,000,  and  with 
it  produced  a  one-reel  comedy,  "Just  Nuts,"  with  Lloyd  in  the  lead.  It 
was  the  beginning  of  a  profitable  film  assocation,  the  Rolin  Film  Company 
and  Harold  Lloyd's  characterization  "Lonesome  Luke."

1Q  1  C  Fox  was  forging  ahead  as  one  of  the  leading  film 
W  '  W  companies,  and  this  year  their  prestige  soared  when 
they  released  "A  Fool  There  Was"  with  Theda 
Bara  in  the  leading  role.  She  became  famous  overnight.  "A 
Fool  There  Was"  had  been  a  stage  play  which  had  been 
evolved  from  Kipling's  poem  "The  Vampire."  The  word  "vamp" 
became  a  household  word  and  Theda  Bara  became  the  most 
famous  vampire  on  the  screen  and  a  great  box  office  attraction. 
She  made  40  pictures  for  Fox  in  three  years,  or  more  than  one 
a  month.  A  legend,  built  in  a  press  agent's  mind,  had  Miss  Bara 
born  in  the  shadow  of  the  Sphinx,  the  daughter  of  a  French 
artist  and  his  Arab  mistress.  She  was  born  Theodosia  Goodman 
in  Cincinnati  of  a  nice  middle-class  family.  As  Theodosia  De 
Coppett  she  had  some  stage  experience  and  played  a  small  part 
in  Pathe's  film  "The  Stain"  before  shooting  to  stardom.  She 
appeared  also  this  year  in  a  version  of  "Carmen"  in  direct  compe- 
tition with  Geraldine  Farrar,  and  "The  Two  Orphans"  with  Jean 
Sothern  and  Herbert  Brenon  who  subsequently  became  a  famous 
director.  Another  Fox  star  who  was  on  the  ascent  was  William 
Farnum.  Fox  also  contracted  Nance  O'Neil  and  Robert  B.  Man- 
tell,  famous  stage  stars,  Betty  Nansen,  well-known  Danish  actress, 
and  Valeska  Suratt  who  had  made  her  film  debut  for  Lasky 
earlier  in  the  year.  Biograph  Company  was  nearing  the  end  of 
its  existence.  It  was  still  releasing  one-  and  two-reelers  with 
an  occasional  three-reel  feature  such  as  "Under  Two  Flags," 
"Jane  Eyre"  and  "Dora."  Their  players  included  Alan  Hale, 
Louise  Vale,  Franklin  Ritchie  and  Gretchen  Hartman.  Than- 
houser,  besides  "Zudora"  its  serial,  was  still  releasing  mostly  one- 
and  two-reel  pictures.  Florence  LaBadie,  Marguerite  Snow, 
James  Cruze  and  Harry  Benham  were  their  top  stars.

The  serial,  with  its  "continued  next 
week"  policy  which  took  the  coun- 
try by  storm  in  1914,  was  at  the  height  of 
its  popularity  in  1915.  There  were  over  a 
dozen  serials  thrilling  the  public.  Pearl  White, 
after  her  phenomenal  success  in  "The  Perils 
of  Pauline,"  continued  her  harrowing  escapes 
each  week  in  "The  Exploits  of  Elaine"  for 
Pathe  and  became  the  greatest  serial  queen 
of  all  time.  In  her  Elaine  ventures  she  was 
ably  assisted  by  Sheldon  Lewis,  Creighton  Hale 
and  Arnold  Daly,  a  noted  stage  star.  Lionel 
Barrymore  appeared  in  the  later  episodes. 
Pathe  also  was  responsible  for  the  "Who  Pays?" 
serial  with  Ruth  Roland  and  Henry  King,  "Neal 
of  The  Navy"  with  Lillian  Lorraine,  an  ex- 
Follies  Beauty,  and  William  Courtleigh,  Jr., 
and  "Who's  Guilty?"  with  stage  actress  Emmy 
Wehlen  and  Howard  Estabrook.  Thanhouser's 
contribution  was  "Zudora"  with  Marguerite 
Snow  and  James  Cruze.  Universal  was  well 
represented  with  "The  Black  Box"  starring 
Herbert  Rawlinson  and  Anna  Little,  "The 
Broken  Coin"  exploiting  the  brave  deeds  of 
Grace  Cunard  and  Francis  Ford,  and  "The 
Master  Key"  with  Robert  Leonard  and  Ella 
Hall.  Vitagraph  and  Lubin  got  into  the  swim 
with  Anita  Stewart  and  Earle  Williams  in  "The 
Goddess"  and  Crane  Wilbur  and  Mary  Charle- 
son  in  "Road  O'  Strife."  Reliance  released  a 
popular  serial,  "Runaway  June,"  starring  "Our 
Mutual  Girl"  Norma  Phillips  and  J.  W.  Johns- 
ton. The  American  Film  Company  tried  to  lure 
Mary  Pickford  away  from  Famous  Players  with 
an  offer  of  $4,000  a  week  to  star  in  their 
serial  "The  Diamond  From  The  Sky,"  but 
settled  for  her  sister  Lottie.  Irving  Cummings, 
who  later  became  a  famous  director,  played 
the  hero  and  the  cast  featured  William  Russell, 
Charlotte  Burton,  Eugenie  Forde  and  George 
Periolat.  The  director  was  William  Desmond 
Tavlor  whose  murder  in  1921  is  still  an  un- 
solved Hollywood  mystery.

The  five-reel  or  more  feature  had  a  firm 

grip    on    the    industry    as    well    as    the 
public.    Vitagraph,  Essanay,  Lubin,  Kalem,  Selig, 
Universal,     Pathe,     Mutual,     were     still     releasing 
two-reelers,     but     the    handwriting    was     on     the 
wall.  It  was  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  two-reel 
features.  To  buck  competition,  Vitagraph,  Lubin, 
Selig  and  Essanay  incorporated  for  releasing  pur- 
poses and  were  known  as  "V.  L.  S.  E."    They  re- 
leased features  with  their  own  important  stars  and 
also  joined  the  parade  in  signing  stage  stars.  Vita- 
graph signed  Frank  Daniels,  Edison  contracted  Mrs. 
Fiske,  Lubin  got  Marie  Dressier  and  Rose  Coghlan, 
Selig  snared  Tyrone  Power,  and  Essanay  captured 
Viola    Allen.     Kalem    was    about    ready    to    quit. 
Their  biggest  box  office  star  was  still  Alice  Joyce. 
True    Boardman's    "Stingaree"    series    and    Helen 
Holmes'  railroad  series,  "Hazards  of  Helen,"  were 
popular.  Later,  Helen  Gibson  replaced  Miss  Holmes 
who    with    J.    H.    McGowan    formed    the    Signal 
Film  Corporation.  Francis  X.  Bushman  and  Beverly 
Bayne  were  Essanay's  fair-haired  team.  Vitagraph's 
outstanding  favorites  were  Norma  Talmadge,  Anita 
Stewart,  Earle  Williams,  Edith  Storey  and  Antonio 
Moreno.  World  War  I  had  been  in  progress  a  year 
before  the  motion  picture  industry  took  much  cog- 
nizance of  it.  Vitagraph  started  the  parade  of  war 
pictures   with   their   pretentiously   produced   "The 
Battle    Cry    of    Peace,"    a    filmization    of    Hudson 
Maxim's   book   "Defenseless   America."   Box   office 
favorites  were   commanding  larger  salaries.   Mary 
Pickford  demanded  and  received  $104,000  a  year 
when  she  re-signed  with  Famous  Players.

Their  first 
major  move  was  the  acquisition  of  Clara  Kim- 
ball Young,  Vitagraph  star  with  sensational  box 
office  power.  Alice  Brady,  Robert  Warwick, 
Vivian  Martin  and  Holbrook  Blinn,  all  stage 
personalities,  were  signed  and  became  impor- 
tant in  the  film  realm.  California,  and  especially 
Hollywood,  on  the  then  outskirts  of  Los  An- 
geles, was  coming  into  the  spotlight  as  a  film 
producing  center.  Selig  was  the  first  company 
to  make  films  in  California  in  the  early  days, 
and  in  1908  G.  M.  Anderson  established  a 
Western  branch  of  Essanay  at  Niles,  California. 
Because  the  climate  was  better  for  out-door 
filming,  soon  Vitagraph,  Biograph,  Kalem  and 
most  of  the  established  companies  opened 
branch  studios  in  California.  By  1915  about 
fifty  percent  of  American  films  were  being 
made  in  the  Golden  State.

1  Q  1  C  D.  W.  Griffith,  Thomas  H.  Ince  and  Mack  Sennett  formed 
lulU  the  Triangle  Film  Corporation.  Triangle  stock  was  listed 
on  the  New  York  Curb  and  motion  pictures  had  joined  America's 
important  industries.  They  announced  an  imposing  array  of  names 
which  included  Billie  Burke,  William  Collier,  Eddie  Foy,  Weber  and 
Fields,  Mary  Boland,  Frank  Keenan,  De  Wolf  Hopper,  Raymond 
Hitchcock  Louise  Dresser,  Douglas  Fairbanks,  Constance  Collier, 
Dustin  Farnum,  Sir  Herbert  Tree,  H.  B.  ^Warner,  Lillian  and  Dor- 
othy Gish,  Henry  Woodruff,  Sam  Bernard,  Julia  Dean  and  William 
S  Hart  Of  all  this  array,  the  most  important,  as  history  was  to 
prove  were  Douglas  Fairbanks  and  William  S.  Hart.  Hart  became 
the  screen's  greatest  cowboy  star.  Douglas  Fairbanks  was  one  of 
Broadway's  youngest  stars  when  he  appeared  in  his  first  film,  The 
Lamb."  His  success  was  instantaneous  and  he  became  one  of  the 
greatest  figures  of  filmdom.  Billie  Burke  was  paid  $40,000  for  five 
weeks'  work.  It  was  the  largest  salary  paid  to  any  artist  who  had 
so  far  appeared  in  pictures.  "Peggy,"  her  first  picture,  was  the  be- 
ginning of  a  long  and  successful  film  career.  Triangle  announced 
that  it  would  make  two-dollar-a-seat  pictures,  which  was  unheard 
of  at  this  time.  On  September  23,  1915,  the  threat  became  a  fact 
with  its  first  Triangle  offering  at  the  Knickerbocker  Theatre  with  the 
regular  Broadway  scale  of  prices  from  two  dollars  to  fifty  cents  and 
some  especially  deluxe  seats  at  three  dollars.  The  program  consisted 
of  "The  Lamb,"  "The  Iron  Strain"  and  "My  Valet,"  products  of 
Griffith's,  Ince's  and  Sennett's  supervision.

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The  price  of  two  dollars  a  seat  for 
a  motion  picture,  which  Triangle 
had  inaugurated,  was  now  becom- 
ing an  established  price  for  films  that  were 
shown  in  legitimate  theatres  about  the  country. 
"Intolerance,"  "Ramona,"  "Civilization,"  "The 
Fall  of  A  Nation"  and  "A  Daughter  of  The 
Gods"  were  all  in  this  category.  "Intolerance," 
which  was  D.  W.  Griffith's  second  large-scale 
production,  was  not  a  worthy  successor  to  his 
"Birth  of  A  Nation."  It  opened  at  the  same  Lib- 
erty Theatre,  New  York,  on  September  6,  1916, 
and  its  critical  reception  was  decidedly  mixed. 
The  cast  included  Lillian  Gish,  Robert  Harron, 
Mae  Marsh,  Elmer  Clifton,  Seena  Owen  (then 
known  as  Signe  Auen),  Constance  Talmadge, 
Alfred  Paget,  Sam  de  Gross,  George  Siegmann, 
Bessie  Love,  Ralph  Lewis,  Tully  Marshall,  Jo- 
seph Hennaberry,  George  Walsh  and  Eric  Von 
Stroheim.  Among  the  bit  players  who  later 
achieved  prominence  were  Goleen  Moore,  El- 
mo Lincoln,  Alma  Rubens,  Monte  Blue,  Carmel 
Myers,  Pauline  Starke,  Mildred  Harris,  Carol 
Dempster,  Jewel  Carmen,  Winifred  Westover 
and  Natalie  Talmadge.  Constance  Talmadge 
had  her  first  success  as  the  Mountain  Girl  and 
Von  Stroheim,  who  had  been  acting  as  stunt 
man  and  bit  player  in  other  Griffith  films,  played 
the  second  Pharisee.  The  film  took  twenty 
months  to  make  and  ran  three  and  one-half 
hours   on  the 


screen.

Triangle    lost    its    most   important    personnel    when 
D.  W.  Griffith,  Thomas  H.  Ince,  Douglas  Fairbanks 
and  William  S.  Hart  signed  with  Artcraft,  and  Mack 
Sennett  agreed  to  film  his  Keystone  comedies  for  Paramount.  Art- 
craft  also  signed  stage  stars  George  M.  Cohan  and  Elsie  Fergu- 
son.   In   May,   Adolph  Zukor  announced  that  Paramount  had 
gained  control  of  Artcraft.   He  also  became  a  partner  of  Lewis  J. 
Selznick's  enterprises.  With  his  various  combinations,  Zukor  con- 
trolled the  output  of  half  the  important  stars  of  the  industry. 
Thomas  L.  Tally,  a  leading  pioneer  California  showman,  was  an- 
noyed at  the  rising  cost  of  big  star  pictures,  and  especially  those 
controlled  by  Zukor.   With  J.  D.  Williams,  who  had  large  theatre 
interests  in  Australia,  and  twenty-seven  other  theatre  operators 
about  the  country,  he  formed  the  First  National  Exhibitors  Cir- 
cuit.   The  first  star  signed  was  Charles  Chaplin  who  received 
$1,075,000  for  eight  two-reel  pictures.  Ironic  that  Tally  who  had 
never  run  a  Chaplin  comedy  in  his  theatres  and  did  not  think  him 
funnv  handled  the  details  in  the  signing  of  the  contract.

"Mothers  of  France,"  a  French 
"  propaganda  film  starring  Sarah 
U  U  Bernhardt,  had  been  circulating  in 
the  United  States  in  1917  when  we  entered 
World  War  I,  but  it  was  nearly  a  year  later  be- 
fore our  entry  into  the  war  was  reflected  in  our 
films.  The  country  became  flooded  with  such 
propaganda  films  as  "To  Hell  With  The  Kai- 
ser," "The  Kaiser's  Finish,"  "Lafayette,  We 
Come,"  "The  Woman  The  Germans  Shot"  (later 
changed  to  "The  Cavell  Case"),  "The  Beast  of 
Berlin,"  and  a  parody  of  it  called  "The  Geezer 
of  Berlin."  Germany  was  our  enemy.  Marga- 
rita Fischer  dropped  the  "c"  from  her  name, 
Alfred  Vosburgh  changed  his  to  Alfred  Whit- 
man, and  Norman  Kaiser  became  Norman 
Kerry.  The  U.  S.  Government  also  made  propa- 
ganda pictures.  The  Treasury  Department  asked 
the  stars  to  help  sell  Liberty  Loans.  Such  major 
screen  personalities  as  Pickford,  Hart  and  Fair- 
banks became  active  salesmen  for  Uncle  Sam. 
Clara  Kimball  Young  and  Pearl  White  gave 
their  time  for  recruiting  purposes.  Film  actors 
who  had  "joined  up"  included  Bobert  Warwick, 
Bert  Lytell,  Tom  Forman,  Bichard  Travers,  S. 
Bankin  Drew,  Kenneth  Harlan,  Norman  Kerry, 
Earle  Metcalf,  Bex  Ingram  and  others.  D.  W. 
Griffith  went  abroad  during  the  war  and  in 
France  filmed  "Hearts  of  the  World,"  a  tale  of 
a  village  behind  the  lines.  While  the  industry 
was  contributing  patriotism  and  propaganda,  it 
was  also  providing  the  populace  with  entertain- 
ment. Metro  proudly  announced  it  had  signed 
"The  Great  Nazimova."  Edith  Storey,  the  Dolly 
Sisters,   and   Bert  Lvtell  became   Metro  stars.

But  Mutual's  days  were  num- 
bered. Essanay  and  Selig  too  were  floundering.  Edison 
Company  quit.  Its  last  film  was  "The  Unbeliever,"  a 
six-part  war  drama  starring  Marguerite  Courtot  and 
Raymond  McKee.  The  old  order  was  passing.  Both  Vita- 
graph  and  Pathe  were  putting  up  a  fight  to  survive. 
Vitagraph  released  several  serials.  Their  features  starred 
Alice  Joyce,  Corinne  Griffith,  Earle  Williams,  Gladys 
Leslie  and  Bessie  Love.  Pearl  White  was  still  serial 
queen  of  the  Pathe  lot.  Fannie  Ward,  Irene  Castle  and 
Frank  Keenan  emoted  for  their  feature  films,  while  Toto, 
a  clown  from  the  Hippodrome  extravaganza,  was 
making  comedies  for  them.

He  starred  him  in 
two  films,  "Mv  Cousin"  and  "The  Splendid  Ro- 
mance." His  first  film  was  a  financial  flop  so 
the  second  staved  on  the  shelf.  Paramount  ac- 
quired Ethel  Clayton  and  Bryant  Washburn 
and  elevated  Wallace  Reid  to  stardom.  Zukor 
received  a  bitter  blow  toward  the  year's  end 
when  Marv  Pickford  signed  to  make  three  pic- 
tures for  First  National  for  $1,050,000.  As  an 
added  inducement  for  Mary  to  leave  Artcraft, 
they  gave  her  mother  a  $50,000  bonus  and 
signed  her  brother  Jack  for  a  series  of  pictures 
at  $50,000  each.

The  most  influential  man  in  films  was  still 
Adolph  Zukor.  To  his  enterprises  he  added 
U  U  a  new  concern,  Realart  Pictures  Corp.  He 
also  combined  with  William  Randolph  Hearst,  news- 
paper tycoon,  who  had  organized  Cosmopolitan  Produc- 
tions to  produce  Marion  Davies  pictures.  Realart  signed 
Mary  Miles  Minter  and  Alice  Brady  and  elevated  Con- 
stance Binney  and  later  Bebe  Daniels  to  stardom.  The 
Triangle  Film  Co.  and  Mutual  Film  Corp.  ceased  to 
exist,  and  so  did  the  old  Thanhouser  Company  which 
had  been  releasing  through  Pathe.  The  Selznick  name 
was  saved  from  obscurity  when  Lewis  J.  Selznick's  son 
Myron  formed  a  company,  Selznick  Pictures.  He  signed 
Olive  Thomas,  Eugene  O'Brien,  Elaine  Hammerstein 
and  Owen  Moore,  but  he  was  under  age  and  his  mother 
had  to  sign  all  the  contracts  he  made.

1  11  1  U  When  Gloria  Svvanson  was  appearing  in  Triangle 
lulu  dramas  she  attracted  the  attention  of  Cecil  B.  De  Mille, 
so  when  Triangle  folded  he  cast  her  in  his  production  "For  Bet- 
ter, For  Worse."  "Don't  Change  Your  Husband"  and  "Male  and 
Female"  followed.  It  was  the  beginning  of  a  prosperous  associa- 
tion, and  a  few  years  later  Miss  Swanson  was  Paramount's  most 
valuable  star  and  was  drawing  a  salary  of  $20,000  a  week.  "The 
Miracle  Man,"  a  George  Loane  Tucker  production  released  by 
Paramount,  started  Lon  Chaney,  Thomas  Meighan  and  Betty 
Compson  on  their  road  to  stardom.

Theda 
Bara  was  losing  out  and  toward  the  end  of  the  year  she  left  Fox 
to  appear  on  the  stage  in  "The  Blue  Flame."  Colleen  Moore,  who 
appeared  in  Selig,  Christie  and  Triangle  films,  became  Tom 
Mix's  leading  lady.  Blanche  Bates,  famous  Belasco  stage  star, 
made  a  film  appearance  in  "The  Border  Legion"  produced  by 
an  independent  company.

The  most  important  event  of  the  year 
occurred  when  the  motion  picture  in- 
U  Ll  L  dustry  hired  Will  Hays,  a  member  of 
President  Harding's  cabinet,  to  head  the  Motion 
Picture  Producers  and  Distributors  of  America, 
Inc.  The  year's  most  exciting  discovery  was  when 
Rex  Ingram  saw  Ramon  Samanyagos,  a  Mexican 
dancer  and  extra  player,  changed  his  name  to 
Ramon  Novarro  and  gave  him  a  role  in  "The  Pris- 
oner of  Zenda."  Robert  J.  Flaherty's  "Nanook  of 
The  North"  was  one  of  the  outstanding  films  and 
one  of  the  first  of  the  documentary  style.  Nazi- 
mova's  own  production  of  "Salome"  with  sets  de- 
signed from  the  drawings  of  Beardsley  was  most 
unusual  and  exotic.  It  was  an  artistic  success  but 
financial  failure  and  cost  Nazimova  her  life's 
savings.  The  star  system  was  still  all  important. 
Popular  stars  continued  to  be  box-office  attractions 
regardless  of  the  quality  of  their  pictures.

Erich  Von  Stroheim 
left  "Merry-Go-Round"  in  the  middle  of  produc- 
tion at  Universal  and  Rupert  Julian  finished  the 
film.  Metro  and  Goldwyn  consolidated  as  Metro- 
Goldwyn  and  Von  Stroheim  signed  with  them 
and  made  "Greed,"  considered  by  many  his  best. 
Charles  Ray  put  his  own  money  into  an  elaborate 
historical  picture,  "The  Courtship  of  Miles  Stand- 
ish,"  which  was  a  failure  and  forced  him  into 
bankruptcy.

The  motion  picture  industry  was  ap- 
proaching a  climax.  By  public  demand 
everyone  was  going  in  for  bigger  pic- 
tures. Among  the  large-scale  efforts  were  "Rom- 
ola,"  filmed  in  Italy  and  starring  the  Gish  sisters; 
Douglas  Fairbanks'  "The  Thief  of  Bagdad";  Mary 
Pickford's  "Dorothy  Vernon  of  Haddon  Hall";  Par- 
amount's  version  of  "Monsieur  Beaucaire"  starring 
Valentino;  two  Marion  Davies  elaborate  costume 
pictures,  "Yolanda"  and  "Janice  Meredith";  Fox's 
productions  "The  Iron  Horse"  and  "Dante's  In- 
ferno"; D.  W.  Griffith's  "America,"  and  First  Na- 
tional's "The  Sea  Hawk."  It  was  a  case  of  the 
survival  of  the  "biggest."  Producers  were  again 
inveighing  against  the  high  salaries  of  the  players 
but  they  had  onlv  themselves  to  blame.  With  few 
exceptions,  they  were  afraid  to  take  a  chance  on 
a  newcomer.  They  engaged  players  by  their  fame 
—a  fame  that  in  many  instances  was  fictional.

The  advent  of  the  "talkies"  was  in  the 
offing.  Warner  Brothers  had  purchased 
a  device  for  reproducing  sound  on  a  wax  record- 
ing that  was  synchronized  with  the  film  projector. 
It  was  called  Vitaphone,  and  it  was  the  beginning 
of  the  end  of  the  silent  films.  In  December,  War- 
ners released  their  first  experiment  with  Vita- 
phone.  It  was  "Don  Juan"  starring  John  Barrymore 
in  a  silent  film  with  a  synchronized  musical  score. 
It  was  an  instantaneous  success.  The  following 
year  came  Warners'  "The  Jazz  Singer"  with  Al 
Tolson  singing  songs,  and  Fox  launched  its  own 
sound  process  called  Movietone.  In  1928  Warners 
released  the  first  all-talking  film  and  by  the  end 
of  1929  silent  films  were  a  rarity.

The  film  industry  was  hysterical  over 
plans  for  the  new  audible  screen.  They 
realized  that  talkies  could  no  longer 
be  treated  as  a  novelty  but  were  here  to  stay. 
Silent  screen  stars  with  no  stage  experience  were 
frantically  taking  voice  lessons.  Companies  were 
scrambling  to  sign  stage  stars.  Pictures  were  ad- 
vertised with  the  magic  words,  "A  talking  picture." 
Bv  the  end  of  the  year  the  majority  of  the  theatres 
were  "wired  for  sound,"  and  the  majority  of  the 
films,  whether  all-talkie,  part-talking  or  silent, 
were  synchronized  with  sound  effects.  The  whole 
country  was  talking  talkies.

THE  LAST  OF  THE  SILENT  FILMS 
By  the  end  of  1930,  with  rare  exceptions,  silent  pictures 
were  film  history.  The  outstanding  hold-out  was  Charles 
Chaplin.  In  1931  he  released  "City  Lights,"  and  in  1936 
he  released  "Modern  Times."  Both  these  films  were  silent 
with  synchronized  sound  effects  and  a  musical  score.  His 
leading  ladies  were  Virginia  Cherrill,  a  lovelv  blonde  from 
Illinois  with  no  previous  acting  experience,  and  Paulette 
Goddard,  whose  only  stage  experience  was  gleaned  from 
Florenz  Ziegfeld  when  in  1926  she  appeared  in  his  revue, 
"No  Foolin'."  In  1931,  Bobert  Flaherty's  "Tabu"  was  the 
only  other  outstanding  silent  film  to  be  released.
